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Chumonix. Feb. 7, 

Dear Mother:— 
Just a line to let you know I am well. 
I am on a leave in the Alps at a place 
called Chamonix. It took us rather a 
long time to'get here." We started .last 
Thursday night and arrived here this 
Thursday about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. We are a way up in the Alps 
close to Italian Swiss border.. Itisvery 
prettV here among the snow and ice. 
We are about three or- four thousand 
feet up the mountains. The. hotels we 
are staying at" are very nice. It is.a 
treat to sit at a table to eat and to lay 
in a bed again. 

The trip down here was very pretty. 
We passed through a very pretty part 
or France, but of course the train ac. 
commodations were not the best al- 
though mybunch did very well. We 
managed to get a German coach, and we 
had a few on the train, some of the boys 
had box cars but the trip is well worth 
Everything we had to put up with. 
There were twelve hundred of us. on 
the train all out of our division. I hope 
we will "have a good* time as it is the 
first time we have been away from the 
company since we came to the army. 
I put in for a leave to England but I 
was not nbleto get it this time sol 
thought it best to take advantage of 
this ieave when I had the chance, of 
'"'course on this leave the government 
pays all expenses, it doesn't cost us a 
thing except for the things we want to 
buy /but if we get a leave to- England 
we have to pay our own expenses, but 
if I can get one I will take it. 

There is a large Y. M. C, A. in 
Chamonix in a very beautiful- building. 
The Y arranges for all kinds of sports 
such as tobogannihg, skieing, sleighing 
and skating, also trips up the mountain 
peaks and over the glaciers which are 
very wonderful trips. 

This place we are at is a very noted 
winter resort. To get to.the place we 
have to take an electric tram from the 
foot of the mountains as the steam 
road cannot get up with their, large 
-engines and heavy trains, aa it is, up, 
• tfrade all the time. We will be here 
for seven days so I.hope to have plenty 
of time to write. Hope you are all 
well, with best love to you all.

An event of paramount interest to 
every member of the Modern Wood- 
men of America will be -held In the 
Hotel Sherman in Chicago on the 25th 
[of this month. It is the convening 
I of, a special session of the Head 
Camp, the purpose of which is to de- 
vise the best ways and means.to coupe, 
with the difficulties which have arisen 
on account of the increased death rate 
due to the flu epidemic. 

This epidemic has increased the 
death rate to four times its usual pro- 
portion and has made it necessary to 
call upon the invested surplus of -the 
Bociety in order to meet each death 
claim promptly, as has been done. ^ 

It was foreseen .that if this ex- 
cessive death 'rote- should continue 
until the first of' April, as was most 
nfobable that it would, the surplus 
would by then be so impared that it 
woukT be necessary to provide more 

•funds. 

How best to meet this situation is to 

be the topic of the special session. 
Various ways have been suggested, but 
the two more favored seem to be either 
by the levying of special assessments 
or by the increase of assessment rates, 
although .some other plan may eventual- 
ly" be worked out.

(Notes from' the state meeting.of the 
Illnols Farmers', Institute.) 

Mr. C..L. Hopkins, vice-president of 
the. Federal Land Bank of St. Louis, 
gave a very clear cut talk regarding the 
uimes and purposes and results Becured 
by the Federal Land Bank, whose Bole 
purpose is to aid in the development of 
agriculture. 

In 1913 the government- sent a com 
mission to Europe to study - farm loan 
Bystems that were in use there in the 
-various counties. Ex-President Taft, a 
member of this commission, reported 
'that in 1913 the interest and.commission 
on $6,040,000,000 borrowed by farmers 
averaged 8 1-2 per cent. Other similar 
data' was published by a corn belt at- 
torney of Illinois in 1916 regarding farm 
loans In his county. THree-fourths of 
the, loans paid from to 7 per cent In- 
terest. 

Eighty counties in Illinois at presont 

have Federal Farm Loan associations 

with a total of 530,000,000 loaned to 

farmers to date. Under this " plan 

money may bo borrowed at actual cost; 

and nobody makes a profit. Money can 

be borrowed on>y for .the purchase of 

land or farm improvements. Ten men 

or more are necessary to form a loca 

organization. Such loan associations 

are incorporated and no farmer is liable 

for more than the extent of his' own 

loan. A committee of three appraises 

all land upon which loans are desired. 

The rate of interest is 5 1-2 per cent.'

Spring Shooting Question I 
Answered By. M. E. Lochart 

So many guesses have been ;made in 
regard : to -."spring shooting" .that we 
take. plea«ure in printing the following 
letter which is self explanatory. 

February 25, 1919 

Mr. Frank Bock, 

Antioch.TH. 
Dear Star- 
In answer to yours of the 20th con- 
cerning' the spring shooting of migra- 
tory' -.waterfowl and 'supposed declara- 
tion by' the United States Supreme. 
Court of the unconstitutionality of the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act, beg toad- 
vise that, there has been no such decis- 
ion by the court and that the Federal 
restrictions on the question of spring 
shooting still stand. 

The case .which was brought before 
the^court. was based on a violation, of 
the Act of 1913 occurring in the juris- 
dicting of the U. S. District Court of 
Arkansas. It was brought before the 
court on appeal, but no decision was 
reached. The Migratory Bird Treaty 
Convention with Canada was entered 
into after this and a new law In accord- 
ance with this Convention was passed 
by Congress and approved by the Presi- 
dent in 1918 which distinctly' repealed 
the Act of 1913. In order to clear the 
docket of a case brought under a re- 
pealed act,' the attorneys for the gov- 
ernment moved the dismissal of the 
case which was accordingly done. The 
new law was never brought before the 
Court for an opinion as (o its constitu- 
tionality, and until this iB done it must 
stand as the law of the land. 

This Department is informed bv the 
Federal wardens that they strictly 
enforce the federal law, and it will be 
well for all concerned to observe its 
provisions and the regulations based 

thereon.

Naval Terms Provide for Razing 

Dardanelles, Kiel and 

Helgoland. 
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BIG VICTORY FOR PRESIDENT 



Senators |-a Follette and Sherman 
Led the Opposition, but Talked 
Themselves Out — Scions Rout- 
ed Out of Bed to Vote. 

Washington, March 4.— In the early 
hours Sunday morning the Republican 
filibuster In the senate against the 
Victory loan bill collapsed like a bub- 
ble blown by the wind, and the bill 
was passed without a roll call. The 
bill authorized the secretary of the 
treasury to issue $7,000,000,000 in 
bonds and certificates and to the the 
rate of Interest on the same. 

The passage of the bill by the sen- 
ate and the defeat of the filibuster Is 
n distinct victory for President Wil- 
son In that he will not be forced to call 
the Sixty-sixth congress in extra ses- 
sion until after his return from Eu- 
. rope. Secretary Glass had Informed 
administration senators that he would 
•he unable to float the Victory loan if 
the bill were not passed before April 1. 
Senators La Follette of Wisconsin 
and Sherman of Illinois tried to carry 
on a filibuster all by themselves, but 
nfter talking themselves out and find- 
ing no one willing to assist them they 
gave up and allowed the bill to pass. 

It was 6:1S when the final vote on 

the bill was taken. At the time the 

vote was ordered there were only nine 

senators in the chamber, seven ttepub- 

" licnns and two Democrats. 

Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania de- 
manded the presence of a quorum. 
Soon deputies of the sergeant-at-arms 
oUlee were scurrying about the city 
in taxis routing tired, senators out of 
. their beds and forcing them to go to 
the capltol. Within an hour or two 
they succeeded in rounding up enough 
to make a quorum.

Ebert Rule Permits Crimes by Mon- 
archists — Stern Action to End 
Disorder. 
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London, Feb. 28. — The monarchists 
of Germany are contemplating an early 
coup d'etat, in the opinion of the 
Mall's correspondent at Berlin, who 
says the old oflicer class, with the gen- 
eral staff, has been gradually getting 
the whip hand there since January, 1H 
and now holds the government in its 
power. 

I "The threatened coup d'etat would 
be carried out In Berlin alone," he 
writes, "and would probably for a 
time be successful, although It would 
certainly result In ruthless civil war 
and unscrupulous political murders. 
A large number of officers are said 
to be associated in the plot, which 
'alms at the overthrow of the present 
. government and restoration of the 
old order." 



FRENCH PROTEST SINKING 



Reserve the Right to^ Object to De- 
stroying All of Enemies' Craft- 
Work on Peace Draft Making 
Rapid Progress. 



Paris, March 3.— The work of draft- 
ing the preliminary terms of peace 
through the armistice conditions is, 
making rapid progress. 

When President Wilson returns ho 
will find the terms settled. Indeed, the 
somewhat optimistic view was ex- 
pressed that the whole matter might 
be put through within a fortnight. 

There still are one or two points of 
Importance to be settled even in the 
military and naval tprms, nnd It is 
clear that the fixing of Germany's 
eastern frontiers Is a matter which 
cannot easily be accomplished In the 
absence of any definite information 
or any definite policy with regard to 
Germany. 

This point has become clenr in the 
discussions of the future of Poland and 
in arranging for the dispatch of Gen- 
eral Mailer's Polish divisions from 
France to Poland. 

The naval . terms have been ngreed 
upon with one Important exception. 
The French ministry of marine re- 
serves acceptance of the principle thnt 
war vessels are to be destroyed. The 
French argue their fleet has suffered 
losses which, owing to the army re- 
quirements of France, her workshops 
and yards have been unable to make 
good. ' 

The Germans are to be Calico" upon 
to hand over, in full repair, with their 
guns and torpedoes, the battleships 
Oldenburg, Thurlngen, Ostcnfrlosland, 
Helgoland, Posen, Westfnlen, Itheln- 
lnnd nnd Nassau, the light cruisers 
Plllau, Graudenz, Regeneshurg, Stral- 
sun, Strassburg, Augsburg, Kolburg 
and Stuttgart and 42 modern destroy- 
ers nnd 50 modern torpedoboats. 

The warships under' construction 
are to be broken up. The Helgoland 
fortifications nnd harbor are to be de- 
stroyed by the Geramns at their own 
expense and the fnte of the island It- 
self is to be decided by the conference. 
All fortifications defending access to 
the Baltic are to be razed and the Kiel 
canal is to be open at all times to war 
vessels and merchant ships of nil na- 
tions. 

The Austrian fleet of 13 Imttleshlps, 
two cruisers, 100 light cruisers, 10 
torpedohoat destroyersT f>l torpedo- 
boats, 33 submarines built and build- 
ing, and the Danube monitors will be 
hnnded over to the allies.

Officials Admit That Little Hope Is 

Left Them — Issues Long 

Manifesto. 

London. March 3.— Tlie posslble^fall 
of the German government Is reported 
In numerous special dispatches re- 
ceived from Berlin. The members of 
the government have arrived at Ber- 
lin to consult with the' workmen's 
council, and a manifesto has" been Is- 
sued. All the correspondents repre- 
sent the situation as grave. 

Berlin, March 3.— The government 
has Issued a long* manifesto froin Wei- 
mar, denouncing the errorlst nttenipts 
to got rid of the national assembly. It 
proclaims faithfulness to the principles 
of democracy. 

"Greater than the political danger Is 
the economic distress," says the mani- 
festo. "We cannot feed ourselves from 
our own supplies until the next har- 
vest. The blockade is eating away the 
vitals of our people. Thousands perish 
dally from 111 nourishment." 

The manifesto denounces strikes, 
saying: 

"Every strike brings us a step near- 
er to the abyss. Only work can save 
us." 

The mnnifesto promises the sociali- 
zation of suitable Industries and estab- 
lishment of Industrial councils repre- 
sentative of all the workers and free- 
ly elected. It closes with a strong 
note, asserting the determination of 
the government to wage relentless war 
against terrorism, concluding: 

"Whoever assails the life of the na- 
tion Is our enemy." 

Munich, March 3.— The soldiers 
nnd workmen's congress has rejected 
by a vote of 234 to 70 a motion rend- 
ing as follows. "The socialist repub- 
lic of councils Is proclaimed and leg- 
islative and executive 'powers belong 
directly to the working people, repre- 
sented by councils of workmen, sol- 
diers and peusants," and has adopted 
the following resolution: 

"The assembly of soldiers and work- 
men's councils constitutes the provi- 
sional national council of the free 
state of Bavaria. The executive com- 
mittee will be charged with the direc- 
tion of national business and will 
consist of 33 members, whose appoint- 
ments are revocable by the national 
council. The committee will choose a 
central committee of seven, which will 
be responsible to it." 



Many Prisoners Taken as Entente 

Troops Advance Over 26 Miles 

in Murman Region. 

Archangel, Feb. 28. — Bolshevik 
troops Monday attempted a counter- 
attack against the newly gained posi- 
tions of the allies .on the Murmansk 
front, but were repulsed with heavy 
losses. The bolshevlkl used an ar- 
mored* train in their ineffectual at- 
tempt. On the sector south of Arch? 
nngel a bolshevik airplane dropped a 
bomb Monday near the American po- 
sitions on the Vologda railway. 

London, Feb, 28. — Allied forces ad- 
vanced more than twenty-six miles on 
the Murman front, Sunday, Inflicting 
heavy casualties on the bolshevlkl, It 
was reported In an official dispatch 
received from Archangel today. "Sun- 
day the allies advanced forty versts 
(20.4 miles) in the Murman region, 
reaching Soudgozero," the communique 
said. "The holshevlsts lost heavily in 
killed and prisoners." 

At Perm hundreds of persons Were 
wantonly murdered by the bolshevik 
troops, it was learned from the hend 
of the American Bed Cross.

, Basle* March 4. — The German na- 
tional assembly at Weimar unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution Introduced by 
37 woman. members demanding the Im- 
mediate raising of the hunger block- 
ade atria" repatriation of prisoners. 



Calumet, Mich., March 4. — A 15 per 
cent wage reduction for the 10,000 
mine employees of the Calumet & 
Hecla Mining company and subsidiary 
mining companies 'was ' announced. 
The reduction hits all classes of labor. 
The mills, mines and smelters are at 
present working but three-quarters' 
time. 



President Says He Did Not Tell Con- 
gressmen That Question Is Up 
to Britain. 

Washington, March 3. — Secretary 
Tumulty Issued a statement at the 
White House denying formally on be- 
half of President Wilson that the pres- 
ident told members of the congres- 
sional foreign affairs committees 
Wednesday night thnt the Irl6h ques- 
tion was a matter between Ireland and 
England and thnt Ireland would have 
no voice In the ponce conference nt 
present. A statement to this effect, 
made by at least one of the committee- 
men nfter the White House conference 
was characterized as having "no foun- 
dation In fact and is a deliberate false- 
hood."

Says He Hopes Means Will Be Found 

to Restore Labor Conditions to 

'Normal as Soon as 

Possible. 

Washington, March 5. — Opening the 
White House conference of governors 
on peace-time business and labor 
problems, President Wilson promised 
that the federal, government would 
consider Itself the servant of ,the 
states, municipalities 'nnd counties In 
•solving readjustment problems, and 
would perform its duty guided by sug- 
gestions of the, conference. 

The president said he hoped the con- 
ference discussion would assume a 
wide range, Including means of restor- 
ing labor conditions to a normal ba- 
sis as soon as possible. 

Touching upon the pence confer- 
ence he said the conferees at Paris ' 
regarded themselves only as servants 
of nhout 700,000,000 people of the 
world and not as their masters. , 
The president said : 
"I wish that I Could promise myself 
the plensure ami the profit of taking^ 
part In your deliberations. I find that 
nothing deliberate Is permitted me 
since my return. I have been, trying, 
under /the guidance of my secretary, 
Air. Tumulty, to do a month's work In 
a week, and I am hoping that not all 
of It has been done badly, but- inas- 
much as there Is a necessary pressure 
upon my time, I know that you will 
excuse me from taking a part In your 
conference, much as 1 should be profit- 
ed by doing so. 

"M>; pleasant duty Is' to bid you a 
hearty welcome and to express my 
gratification that so many executives 
of cities and of states have found 
the time and the inclination to come 
together, on the very importnnt mat- 
ter we have to discuss. 

"The primary duty of caring for 
our people in the. Intimate matters that 
we want to discus here, of course, 
falls' upon the states and upon the 
municipalities, and the function of the, 
federal government Is to do what It 
Is trying to do In a conference of this 
sort— draw the executives minds of 
the country together so that they may 
profit by each other's suggestions and 
plans, and so that we may offer, our 
services to co-ordinate their efforts In 
nny way that they may deem It wise 
to co-ordinate. In other words, it Is 
the privilege of the federal govern- 
ment In matters of this sort to be the 
servant of the executives of the states 
and municipalities and counties, and 
we shall perform that duty with the 
grentest pleasure If you will guide us 
with your suggestions." 

Secretary Wilson presided at the 
morning session. In opening the con- 
ference he urged h program of co- 
operation between states and munici- 
palities, aided by the federal govern- 
ment, that would lead toward stabilize- . 
tlon of labor. , 

America has no place for the dis- 
loyal alien. The conference unani- 
mously adopted a resolution Indorsing 
a statement by Secretary of Labor 
Wilion thnt It was the secretary's 
duty to deport all persons advocating 
the overthrow of government by force. 
Previous to the adoption of this 
resolution Secretary Wilson told the 
conference • Unit the recent strikes nt 
Seattle, Butte, Lawrence nnd other 
places were not Industrial, 1 economic 
disputes In thelr-orlgln, but were re- 
sults of an organized attempt at a 
social and political movement to es- 
tablish soviet governments in the 
United States. 

"No one," he said, "Is being deport- 
ed because of his union affiliations 
and strike activities. . It is the duty of 
the secretary of labor to deport all 
.who advocate the overthrow of gov- 
ernment by force, but no one will be 
deported because he is a radical. Ad-, 
vocates of overthrowing government 
by force must be considered un Invad- 
ing enemy. When .such are found 
guilty the department will deport 
them."

Francis \V. Crnveu, who commanded 
the British destroyer Mounsey. which 
saved 000 American soldiers from the 
British transport Otranto, /when she 
was sunk In a collision off the Irish 
coast on Oct. 0, 1018, with the loss 
of 35T American soldiers."

The full story Is worth telling, now 
that tho censorship Is olt and no' fur- 
ther obligation rests upon the news- 
paper man who was in the oiling, so 
to speak, when this horror of the sea 
occurred. 

Flagship of Convoy. 
The Otranto, which went down, was 
the flagship of a convoy of fourteen 
troop laden, iniluenza infected ships 
which sailed from New York on Sept 
20 last.' She was a British-Australian 
liner, with something like a thousand 
American soldier boys aboard. On her 
sister ship, the Orontes, a nasty old 
plague Infected refrigerator freighter 
with limited and dirty passenger ac- 
commodations, eighteen hundred sol- 
dier boys, tho writer and about fifty 
other passengers were crowded to- 
gether like cattle. . 

We were accompanied from New 
York by a battleship, a cruiser and a 
destroyer. The route was to be around 
the north of Ireland and down the 
Irish chnunel to Liverpool. All sorts 
of hard; luck hit the convoy and par- 
ticularly the. Otranto. She first ran 
Into a fishing llect and cut down two 
boats, but saved the crews. In doing 
so she fell behind, but caught up 
when we ran into a fearful storm and 
continued battling against It for sev- 
eral days. 

Scattered In Storm. 
Before reaching British waters 
north of Ireland, the American naval 
vessels turned back or were scattered 
In the storm. Our old ship was strug- 
gling nnd our captain was begging In 
wireless messages to Capt. Davidson 
of the Otranto. for more sea room. 
He feared going on the rocky shores 
of North Ireland. Capt. Davidson 
mndo no answer to repented cnlls. 
Then our wireless went down, our 
boats were crushed, the smoking room 
doors and ports were smashed in, the 
galleys, dining saloon and many state- 
rooms were flooded. Only cold foods 
were obtainable. To make matters 
worse, 400 soldier boys were down 
with pneumonia. They were dying 
like cattle In tho public rooms nnd 
on mattresses "'strewn* about wherever, 
there was enclosed room. Medicines 
were exhausted, nnd dead and dying 
Tvere all about. i. 
'in the meantime every ship put 
about to save its own, heading into 
the storm. The Otranto arid other 
ships not heeding our captain's warn- 
ings were almost, upon the rocks of 
Ireland. .A veritable hurricane was 
blowing. Waves broke entirely over 
the ships. ». 

Tlie Otranto, In trying to get out of 
Its predicament, turned across tho 



took the chances. lie manipulated tho 
little ship with great skill and got 
another hundred American soldier 
boys. In all he saved about COO, leav- 
ing only 357 to perish, and nearly nil 
these were lost In the effort to jump 
from the big ship to the little de- 
stroyer. 

Craven landed the COO in Belfast. 
It is true many of them died, then? 
from the exposure and wounds, but the 
dOO were put ashore from the badly 
battered destroyer. How he stored 
away the COO In thelittle fighting craft 
Is difficult for naval officers to explain, 
but It was done. 

A British admiral In discussing the 



matter with me in London just after 
It occurred. said few destroyers could 
have stood the strain. He could only 
account for her standing, the pounding 
against the sides of the' Otranto by the 
fact that her hull was cold riveted 
and that she bent without the giving 
away of the rivet heads. 

I saw her afterward tied up In Bel- 
fast She was fearfully bent In, like 
nbattered tin thing, but not torn open. 
The heads' of the rivets held. 

It was different with the Knshmere, 
which I afterward saw in Glasgow. 
Her bow Was crushed in. The rivet 
heads had given away and the plates 
opened up. .She had been hot riveted. 
English naval ofllcers are giving 
study to this rivet question, and are 
preparing a report to the admiralty 
for future consideration in the build- 
ing of destroyers. 

In the meantime all America owes 
a debt of gratitude to Lieut. Craven. 
But' for his pluck and seamanship, not 
a man from the Otranto would have 
lived to tell the tale.

TRADE MARK IS OFFENSIVE 



From Germany Americans Want Noth- 
ing but Souvenirs of Victory— Ger- 
man Toys and Other German 
Goods Doomed in U. S. 

By FREDERIC J. HASKIN, 
In Chicago Dally News. 
Washington. D. C.— For the first 
time 1n over 50 years, American store* 
are practically emptied of German 
toys. Only a few bisque dolls, re- 
main, nnd In most cases these have 
been carefully pucked away until some 
distant dny when American toy buy- 
ers shnll have become reconciled to 
the trade mark "Made In Germany." . 
Today this trademark is not only 
unpopular— it is offensive. Americans 
will still' buy Turkish rugs, Austrlnn 
musical comedies and Bulgarian color 
combinations/but from Germany thev 
want; nothing but souvenirs of victory. 
According to one department Btore buy- 
er, a woman came into his store nor 
long ago, in search of a certain kind 
of gloves whlclvshe^sald, she hnd been 
unable to obtain In two other cities. 
She was delighted when ho finally 
brought out a pair from some old stock 
that met with her requirements.';- He 
wns very much surprised, therefore, to 
find her In an argument with one. of 
the snlesglrjs'the next day over the 
return of her purchase.

ed where only $8,400,000 worth of dyes 
were Iniportedin 1914, the imports of 
both these lines of goods from Ger-, 
many showed such a startling incrcaso 
that it Is now believed German dye 
nnd toy agents In this country were 
aware that war was approaching. 
U. S. Toy Business Now Is Vast; 
The only difference In tho histories 
of' these two" industries Is that toys al- 
ways had been made to a limited ex- 
tent in. tlie United; Stntes, whereas 
{ ly CS _ ft t least coal tar dyes— had riot 
been made he-?at all. In 1013 there 
were already" 71 toy # establishments, 
designing nnd manufacturing . Amerl-. 
can toys, and doing nn annual business 
of $7,521,485. When the. German toyrf- 
stopped coming .this "Industry under- 
went an enormous i expansion. Today, 
there' arc 105 American toy firms, (lo- 
ing an nnnual tiuslness^of $20,500,000. . 
• There Is no doubt at present that the 
American toy product is every bit nR : 
goodas, if hot better, than that mad i 
in Germany. It Is ti fact that our Amer- 
ican toyrnhkers have not yet, learned 
to make hisqlfo^dolls or Christmas tree 
balls, but most people consider that 
the American dolls are much more 
"natural" and abundant Christina* 
tree balls' may be had from .Tnpan. 
Thus everybody was^ prepared for n 
peaceful, American toy Christmas thlj 
year; when suddenly a cargo of Ger- 
man toys arrived in the port of New 
York. 

An enrthquako could . not have 
caused greater consternation In th« 
Ardcrlenn toy Industry. Ira mpd lately, 
the press took up the matter with .the 
free uso of bitter Invective and the 
vice president of one of the firms to 
whom tlie toys were consigned issued 
the following statement: "We have 
refused to accept the shipment of Ger 
man toys which came to us fron.* Hol- 
land. Without notice. Though these 
goods were bought and paid for before 
the war and are our property we will 
have ho German made goods In. our
